BALKS AT DILATORY ACT. 


New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The long 
predicted split in the Mutual Life's self in- 


vestigating committee" ere today When 


Stuyvesant Fish refused to serve on the com- 
mittee any longer. He announced his resig- 
nation from thé committee to two other mem- 
bers, William H. Truesdale and John W. 
Auchincloss, at a meeting of the committee 
late this afternoon. Beyond verifying the 
fact that he had resigned Mr. Fish refused to 
discuss the split. 

President Charles A. Peabody of the Mutu- 
al Life when told of Mr. Fish’s retirement 
said he had not received any word from Mr. 
Fish in regard to the matter and could not, 
therefore, say what was Mr. Fish’s reason for 
getting out. Mr. Peabody probably will re- 
ceive a formal letter from Mr. Fish tomorrow 
morning announcing his action giving his 
reasons in detail 


Much Information Demanded. 

Mr. Fish has been insisting for several 
weeks that the Truesdale committee should 
stand by the requisition which it made upon 
the management of the Mutual Life for in- 
formation. This requisition was made on 
Dec. 26, when Frederic Cromwell was head 
of the institution. Mr. Peabody took office 
on Jan. 1 and the requisition was turned over 
to him by Mr. Cromwell. It is understood 
the document was signed by all three mem- 
bers of the committee. It called on the man- 
agement of the Mutual to furnish the com- 
mittee with an enormous amount of informa- 
tion, which included all profits, fees, or 
emoluments made by officers, trustees, or 
employés of the company through their con- 
nection in any way with subsidiary com- 
panies or with syndicate operations in which 
the company was interested. 

It has been said the document is more com- 
prehensive even than the notable requisition 
which the Frick investigating committee of 
the Equitable made upon the former manage- 
ment of that company. It also has been said 
that the information called for, if it is fur- 
nished, probably would be the basis for suits 
against members of the board of trustees, 
and especially against members of the 
finance committee. 7

STOPPED UNDER “L’’ TRACKS. 


Man with a Revolver Halts Them 
Near a Police Station. 


By pure luck—nothing else—two women es- 
caped Injury at the hande of a northside 
holdup man last night. When he stopped 
them under the structure of the Northwestern 
elevated ratiroad at -Oakdate avenue they 
were so frightened at the sight of his revolver 
that they turned, screaming, and fied. He 
fired several shots at them, but the bullets 
went wild. 

That robbers and assailants of women have 
not been alarmed by the zeal of the police 16 
evidenced by the fact that the attempted 
holdup took place within a block of the Shef- 
field avenue station. The policemen in the 
Station heard the revolver shots and wers 
guided by them to the street where they 
were fired.

Women Tell of Attack. 


Mrs. James Levi and Mrs. Goldie Hoffman 
live in the same apartment bullding at 1520 
Oakdale avenue. | 

We had just left our homes to visit a 
friend at Oakdale avenue and North Halsted 
street, Mrs. Hoffman said later. It was 
early in the evening, and there were wagons 
and carriages in the street and men and 
women walking within sound in every direo- 
tion. 

We were attacked as we went under the 
elevated structure. The moment the man 
pointed his revolver at us I turned and fied 
toward my flat, too frightened to realize the 
danger I was putting myself in. The robber 
uttered curses as he followed, and he shouted 
that he would kill us if we did not stop. 
Then he fired. I would know him il I saw 
him again.“ 

Mrs. Levi gave a similar version of the 
attack.

Giant Firecracker Tabooed. 

The good old fashioned firecracker is safe 
under the proposed law, but the newfangled 
‘‘giant”’ firecracker, containing dynamite, 
is strietly forbidden. A firecracker must be 
not more than three and a half inches long 
and three-sighths of an inch in diameter, and 
it must be filled with nothing but plain black 
gunpowder. 

Any person violating the law will be pun- 
ished by a fine not exceeding §100 or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding thirty days in jail 
or by both fine and imprisonment at the dis- 
eretion of the court. a 

The bill aroused no little enthusiasm in the 
house when it came up for passage.

Some Stockholders of Failed 
Bank Hope to Start Crim- 
inal Proceedings. 


PLAN AN OBJECT LESSON. 


Head of Wrecked Institution, the 
Vice President, and a Di- 
rector Blamed. 


Former Judge Abner Smith, president of 
the bankrupt Bank of America; G. F. Sorrow, 
its vice president; and F. E. Creelman, one 
of the directors, are fang a strong likeli- 
hood of criminal prosecution for their part in 
the wreeking of the institution. This tran- 
spired yesterday, when a number of stock- 
holders consulted with Attorney Clarence 
Darrow as to the grounds on which prosecu- 
tion might be based. 

The outcome of the conference was the is- 
suance of a call for a meeting of all stock- 
holders at the Sherman house at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, at which the subject of prose- 
cution and means for safeguarding the inter- 
ests of the investors will be considered. Fel- 
senthal, Foreman & Beckwith have been re- 
tained by several stockholders and a number 
of attorneys will be at the meeting. 

The delegation of stockholders which called 
upon Mr. Darrow was headed by W. S. 
Shackleford. The shareholders’ previously 
had consulted with Receiver Dantel Healy, 
who informed them that in his opinion they 
would lose all their stock and perhaps be 
assessed in addition to make cod the bank 8 
liabilities. 


Will Give Object 1 


Attorney Darrow told the delegation that he 
would not become a party to the prosecution 
of Smith and Sorrow, explaining that he lid 
not believe prosecution would do any good. 
The stockholders declared they were not 
actuated by motives of revenge, but believed 
that an object lesson to the community in 
the way of punishment for bank wreckers 
would tend to make investment in bank 
stock safer. 

It was explained that President , Smith 
might be prosecuted on a charge of larceny 
and embezzlement in connection with the 
funds which he took from the bank on al- 
leged worthless security. The point the jury 
would have to settle is whether President 
Smith knew the securities to be worthless ur 
thought them good. 

Creelman, it was pointed out, might be pros- 
ecuted also on a charge of larseeny and em- 
bezzlement in connection with the securities 
which he foisted upon the institution: Sor- 
row took no money from the bank. His capi- 
tal stock, however, was not paid up, and 
furthermore he was in a measure respon- 
sible for the manner in which the business if 
the bank wag conducted. 

It is.conceded that Smith violated most of 
the banking laws of the state, but as is usual 
in such cases the prosecution of the respon- 
sible persons under these statutes depends 
on whether any one has suffered a loss 
through the failure. ; 

State’s Attorney Healy denied any knowl- 
edge of charges against President Smith. 

“I understand there has been some irregu- 
larity in the management offfairs at the 
bank,” he said, but as yet we have done 
nothing. I will look into the matter, and if 
proof of the irregularities can be found, 
charges will follow as a matter of course.“ 


Darrow Pays Savings Accounts. 
Mr. Darrow was the hero of the day to the 


workingmen who had put their savings into 
the bank. Before the doors were opened in 


the pork poy scores of these small d positars . 


Ashined bho on the marble stairway in the 
Ashla block, Finally, passing within in 
single file, they were admitted to the savings 
wicket. Nearly every one produced a little 
slot dank. which the teller unlocked, and 


counted out the pennies and nickels. This 
cash was returned to the depositor, and the 


pass book of deposits already in the bank 
was Verified. Then the depositor was shown 
into a corner room, where à personal repre- 
sentative of Mr. Darrow recéived the account 
and issued in return a check on the lawyer's 
private account in the State Bank of Chicago, 
where the depositor went to get his money. 
In this way Mr. Darrow paid out $25,000 dur- 
ing the day. 

Thompson to Get Back Last Deposit. 

John R. Thompson, the restauranteur and 
Hyde Park republican politician, was one of 
the big depositors. He came in during the 
afternoon. 

„My clerk deposited $1,800 here last night 
—how about that Li he demanded of Receiver 
Healy. 

It will be e to you tomorrow we 
did not put it on the books, Mr. Healy has- 
tened to assure him. 

“ Well, I am certainly a good thing,“ said 
Mr. Thompson, turning away. I have 
$8,000 in this bank and have had as much as 
from $15,000 to $20,000 here at times. Why, 
I found out that about half of their available 
cash on hand has been my money most of 
the time. I deposited here because they kept 
open nights and it was better than putting 
the money in a vault.“ 


Stockholders to Lose Investment. 

“As one of the stockholders and the re- 
ceiver as well, I will say that the stockhold- 
ers will lose all their interest in the bank,“ 
said Receiver Healy. “ The depositors will 
be paid in full. Mr, Darrow paid all the sav- 
ings depositors today. No payments on the 
commercial accounts will be made until we 
find where we stand.“ 

“The bank has $100,000 cash on hand, | 
added Mr. Healy, but it has-$140,000 of 
worthless securities and $200,000 of worth- 
less checks. The satisfaction of the liabill- 
ties, therefore, will take about all the stock, 
though perhaps not more.“ 

Receiver Healy told what salaries. the bank 
officials had received and what, in his opin- 
ion, they should have received, which was 
quite differem as to amounts. He also re- 
vealed the fact that the resignations of the 
officers were tendered on Feb. 3 in answer 
to a demand made at a meeting of the board 
of directors. 

“TI will tell you something abott ealaride,”4 
said Mr. Healy. By vote of the board of 
directors the salaries of the officers were 
canceled on Jan. 20, cutting down the salary 
list from $3,000 to about §900 for the sake 
of economy.

STATE'S ATTORNEY WILL race 
CASES TO GRAND JURY. 


Declares He Will Prosecute  Proprie- 
tors of Places if They Violate Law 
by Running All Night Bars—Cen-~ 
sures Chief of Police Collins for 
Approving Permits for Such Prac- 
tice, Which, He Asserts, Are Illegal 
—Aims to Curtail Crime. 


State’s Attorney Healy is planning a new 
move against immoral dance halls, by means 
of which he expects to close them up or.at 
least make them less dangerous. An spite of 
the illegal permits issued by the mayor to 
sell intoxicants all night, the keepers of the 
places will be prosecuted and the heaviest 
fines will be imposed. 

Mr. Healy plans to carry the matter be- 
fore the next grand jury and secure indict- 
ments against the Keepers of dance halls in 
Chicago who take advantage of the all night 
permits issued with the approval of the 
police department, but which are in violation 
of both city and state laws. He declared it is 
the duty, and is within the powers of the 
police, to refuse to sanction these permits, 
and that he would not act until he was 
satisfied that they would hot stop the evil. 


Chief Collins Is Blamed. 


“I do not care to say just how I shall go 
about it, but the keepers of these places 
can be prevented violating the city, ordl- 
nance and the state law regarding the sale 
of liquor by securing indictments against 
them and by. prosecuting them in the Crim 
inal court,“ said Mr. Healy. I shail take 
the matter up with the next grund jury if 
— police have not checked the evil by that 

me.’ 

Detectives from the state’s attorney’s of- 
fice are visiting the various halls against 
which complaints have’ been made to secure 
evidence to be used in the proposed prosecu- 
tions. Chief of Police Collins, with whose 
sanctjon-the permits are granted by the city 
clerk, said he could not prevent the granting 
of the special privileges, but Mr. Healy says 
the chief has not the authority to approve of 
any such permits. 

Even though he gets nis orders from 
the highest offleial in the land, the chief has 
no authority to. violate the law as he does 
every time he attaches his signature to those 
permits,“ said Mr. Healy. If he would re- 
fuse to permit them to be gremcen the entire 
question would be solved.’ 


Theaters More Careful Now. 
In the meantime Chief Collins called all of 
the inspectors and Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler into his office, and a conference

“I want a plain clothes man sent to every 
dance hall in the city where drinks are sold, 
and any time a young boy or girl is seen en- 
tering the place he must arrest them and 
lock them up at the nearest police station 
until their parents can be notified,’ ordered 
Chief Collins. It it appears that this class 
of patrons is welcomed by the management of 
the place, arrest the gwner and close up the 


hall.” 
Dance Hall Is Watched. 

Inspector Lavin said that he already had 
staticned a man at the old Wellington dance 
hall in North Clark street, and that this place 
would be watched closely because of the 
complaints made agdinst it. Milwaukee 
avenue with its scores of cheap dance halls 
and even worse amusement,resorts came sn 
for its share of censure from Inspector 
Shippy. 

The foreigners who frequent these places 
seem to have a different code of morals from 
ours, and they violate scores of city ordi- 
nances before they learn they have departed 
from the conventional,“ said the inspector. 
“When we clean out these places we will 
find that many persons who have béen the 
ringleaders in the management of the places 
wil] be indignant, believing that their rights 
are being trampled upon by the police.“ 


License May Be Revoked. 
The license of the Columbia dance hall, 53822 
State street, may be revoked as the result of 
the attack on John Carter, who was stabbed 
while in front of the place early yesterday 
morning. The stabbing followed a quarrel, 
which began in an all night dance in the hall. 

Adolph Block, the holder of the license, was 
notified that it would be revoked if brawls in 
the hall are not prevented. 

After a thorough investigation of the place 
License Officer Pafter recommended that a 
renewal of the license be refused at the time 
of tts expiration, April 30, and that it be 
taken away before that time if possible.

WILL BE PUSHED 0 WIN. 


Enough Votes from the Wavering 
Aldermen Are Expected to 
Pass It. 


Undaunted by 3 drawn battle, 
the high 1 forces again threw down 
the gauntlet tO} the saloon men yesterday 
through the license committee, which repeat- 
ed, by a vote of 6 to 5,-its former recom- 
mendatlon that saloon licenses in Chicago be 
increased to $1,000. 

There was no debate on the question, be- 
yond a faint protest from Ald. Scully of the 
minority, who wanted “ more time”; nor 
was there any reference to Wednesday's 
spectacular -fight. The step wag not taken 
until after a long conference of the high 
license forces and was regarded as their 
decisive refusal to consider any ‘“ compro- 
mise proposals of the brewery people. 

Chicago’ 8 fight for ent police protec- 
tion is renewed and on its original lines,” 
was the way Chairman Dunn summed up the 
situation. There can and will be no turn- 
ing back.’’ 


Anti-Crime League Acts. 

To make good that assertion the Anti- 
Crime league, at a long meeting at noon in 
the offices of President Frank J. Shead, made 
plans for a complete organization in every 
ward of the high Mcense sentiment. Proffers 
of codéperation which have poured in from

The coroner’s jury in the inquest over the 
body of Arthur T. Reter, the 13 year old boy 
who was fatally injured by a speeding auto- 
mobile in Wabash avenue at Sixteenth street 
last Friday night, yesterday found, Roscoe 
Pennock, the chauffeur of the machine, 
“gullty of criminal carelessness,” and rec- 
ommended that he be held to the grand jury. 

After hearing the evidence of several wit- 
nesses the member of the jury returned the 
verdict that the injured boy came to his death 


. from hemorrhage caused by the contect with 


the big car and that Pennock was violatin: 
the speed ordinance when h@ ran over his 


victim. The inquest was held at 504 Wabash | 


avenue and was conducted by Corgner Hoff- 
man, assisted by Deputy Barrett. 


Parents of Victim Present. 


Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Reter, 1788 Wabash 
avenue, the father and mother of the boy, 
were present. Both were deeply moved by 
the history of the case as told by the wit- 
nesses. The father sat with his head bowed, 
while tears.streamed down his cheeks. Only 
two seats away from him sat Pennock, the 
chauffeur. The two men did pot speak to 
each other. 

Following the verdict Mr. Reter expressed 
his belief that the jury acted in conformity 
with the evidence. 

I hope this will cause the city to pass an 
ordinance revoking the license of every 
chauffeur who violatesAhe speed laws,“ said 
Reter, his voice broken with sorrow. It 
seems to me that chauffeurs who show them- 
selves to be careless are more to be feared 
than footpads, because there is some chance 
of escape when one is held up, but there is 
none when an auto whizzes over you without 
warning. My boy is gone now, but I hope 
that from this accident some safety will 
come to other boys and girls.” 


Auto Going at High Speed. 

All the witnesses testified that Pennock 
was driving his machine at high speed, It 
was estimated by some of them that the auto 
was making from twenty-five to thirty miles 
an hour. Arthur B. Shaw, 1204 Wabash ave- 
nue, was riding on a northbound cable car 
at the time of the accident. 

‘“‘Young Reter was riding on the n of 
the cable train,“ he said, ‘‘ when I first saw 
him. At Sixteenth street the train came al- 
most to a stop to take on a passenger. The 
boy jumped off the car and started east to- 
ward the sidewalk, Just as he got in the 
middle of the road the big car struck him 
down. The auto was going twenty miles an 
hour if not more. I am certain of this be- 
cause I used to work on a street railway in 
St. Louis and I can tell about how fast a 
car is going. I can’t say that the chauffeur 
gave any warning at his approach.“ 

J. M. Doran; the conductor of the cable 
train, gave similar testimony. 

J saw the auto as it sped by,“ he said, 
“and I am sure it was going twenty-five 
miles an hour. The light in the street was 
good so the chauffeur must have seen the 
boy. I did not hear Pennock blow his auto 
horn.” 

F. W. Tucker, the gripman of the cable 
train, said the auto car went by him at the 
rate of twenty-five or thirty miles an hour. 

“The chauffeur gave no warning of his 
approach,“ declared Tucker, and he didn't 
slacken the speed of the machine after he 
struck the boy.“ 

Pennock did not take the stand, and no 
testimony was offered for the defense. * 


Another Chauffeur Arrested.

CITY BUILDING OFFICIAL 
ACCUSED ON EIGHT CHARGES 


Allegations Against Deputy Commis- 
sioner L. E. Stanhope Include Incom- 
petency and Unbecoming Conduct. 


Leon E. Stanhope, deputy building commis- 
sioner, is charged with neglect of duty, con- 
duct unbecoming a city-employé, and in- 
competency in charges filed yesterday be- 
fore the civil service commission.

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State's Attorney Files Bill for 


Accounting Against the 
Circuit Clerk. 


ACTION IN PEOPLE'S NAME 


Court Is Asked to Compel the Res- 
titation of Thousands of 
Dollars. 


State’s Attorney Healy filed a bill for au 
accounting yesterday against John A. Linn, 
clerk ot the Circuit court, now under indict- 
ment on numerous graft charges. 

The action is brought in the Superior court 
in the name of the county, and the court is 
asked to compel Linn to reimburse the county 
for “thousands of dolls which he is 
charged with having “ illegally retained, and 
refused to pay over to the county treasurer.” 
The allegations in the bill are: 

That Linn'’s pay rolls contained the names of 
persons. who were not employed in the office. 

That through his method of conducting the offices 
of clerk of the Superior and Circuit courts the 
county hes lost a large sum of money. 

That the books and memoranda kept by him 
are ‘‘ wrongfully "’ withheld from his successor 


in office. 

That he defrauded the county out of thousands 
of dollars through his manipulation of fees 
paid by the city in connection with suits. 

That he charged to the county many of the office 
expenses which should have been met by him. 


Return of Money Demanded. 

The bill recites that during the eight years 
in which Linn acte@as clerk of the Superior 
court he received many thousands of dollars 
in fees, the amount of which the county says 
is unknown, because the accounts kept by 
him were false.“ These books and records, 
the state’s attorney asserts, have been re- 
tained or destroyed by Linn for the purpose 
of preventing the county from obtaining an 
accurate account of fees collected by. him. 

Continuing, the bill sets forth that it was 
the practice of Mr. Linn to give the county 
treasurer his check for the total amount of 
the pay roll of his office, for which he would 
receive vouchers for his employés. It is 
held by the state’s attorney that these pay 
rolls, were false and fraudulent, containing 
the names of “ sundry persons who were not 
employed in Linn's office.” The exact 
amount of money received by Linn from the 
county treasurer on these pay rolls, the 
county states, it has been unable to learn. 


Amount of Deficit Unknown. 

Because of the complicated nature of the 
system employed by Clerk Linn in conduct- 
ing the affairs of his office and the methods 
employed by him to cheat and defraud ”’ 
the county out of money, Mr. Healy declares 
it is impossible to determine the exact 
amount of money which he has received or 
the amount expended by him on clerk hire, 
stationery, and other necessary expenses of 
his office. 

It is declared that Linn has failed to prop- 
erly account for many of the suits filed by 
the city, and that he has appropriated to 
his own use much of the money paid as fees 
for this class of litigation. 

It was customary, according to the bill, 
for Mr. Linn to allow the city to enter its 
appearance in cases pending in the Superior 
court In which it was defendant without 
immediately paying the usual fee required 
by law. The city, it is said, would give a 
due bill. Linn, instead of entering these due 
bills as cash, would collect them himeelf and 
destroy the bills. 


SALVATION BADGE AIDS POLICE. 


Leads to Arrest of Man in Cleveland 
Who Is Wanted Here for Em- 
bezzlement. 


Richard Tessmer, a former clerk for Sears, 
Roebuck & Co., was arrested yesterday at 
Cleveland, O., on a charge of embezzling 
$1,200 from the firm. The police found a 
Salvation army badge in Tessmer's room and 
notified the authorities in Cleveland, where 
Tessmer had applied for and obtained a posi- 
tion in a machine shop through the agency 
of Salvation army officers. Tessmer con- 
fessed the theft and said he would return to 
Chicago without extradition papers.

Federal Court Asked to Appoint Re- 
ceiver for Miami and Erie Trans- 
portation Company — Petition Re- 
cites Promoters Invested Only 81, 
000 in Cash, Issued $5,000,000 in 
Stocks and Bonds, and Ran Into 
Debt to Extent of $1,500,000,

Cincinnati, O., Feb. 16.—Sensational charges 
of high flnance were filed in the federal 
court here today against the Miami and 
Erie Transportation company, known other- 
wise as the electric mule.” 

Rudolph Kleybolte, a Cincinnati! banker, 
files the charges. He accuses the men be- 
hind the electric mule company of floating 
$2,000,000 in bonds and $3,000,000 in stock on 
the sole strength of $1,000 paid up capital 
stock in that company, and declares that 
these stocks and bonds were bought in good 
faith by hundreds of innocent investors in 
Cincinnati and elsewhere. 

According to the petition filed in court, T. M. 
Fordyce acquired a right to move canal 
boats by electric power. He agreed to sell 
his franchise to W. R. Lamprecht for $140,000 
in cash and $100,000 of paid up capital stock 
in the company which Lamprecht proposed 


tg form. 
Only $1,000 in Cash. 

. thereupon organized a company 
with a capital stock of $10,000, of which only 
$1,000 was paid up im cash. 

Subsequently the Miami and Erie company 
was formed with a capital of $8,000,000, and 
Lamprecht and hie friends, who were the 
officers and directors, sold the Fordyce rights 
to the company for $140,000 cash and $2,990, - 


to issue $2,000,000 in bonds, of which $240,000 
were to be siven to Lamprecht and his 
ends. 

Thus Lamprecht and his associates secured 
$140,000 in cash with which to pay Fordyce 
for his rights. They had left $240,000 in 
bonds and $2,990,000 in stock. They sold their 
bonds for $216,000 cash, which represented 
clear profit on their investment of $1,000. 
They had left $2,990,000 in stock. 

Then Lamprecht and his associates di- 
vided the steck and the remaining $1,760,000 
in bonds among themselves and threw them 
upon the market. The company went to 
work and soon amassed debts to the amount 
of $1,500,000 


Court Asked to Interfere.

NEW ZION CITY OVERSEER 
BEGINS PRACTICAL RULE. 


W. G. Voliva Takes Absolute Charge, | 
Chooses a Cabinet, and Will Have |

Wilbur Glenn Voliva, the new deputy gen- 
eral overseer of Zion, yesterday outlined 
briefly his general plan and policy for the 
government of Zion City. The overseer has 
taken absolute charge of the direction of all 
Business affairs, and the special powers del- 
egated to Judge V. V. Barnes, Deacon Al- 
exander Granger, and Overseer John G. 
Speicher when Dr. Dowie left in December 
are no longer in effect. 

A cabinet of four members has begn formed 
by Mr. Voliva. These are Overseer John G.

Zion educational institutions; and Deacon 
Granger, general financial manager. 

As a part of his plans the deputy is select- 
ing four councils representing ‘the ecclesi- 
astical, educational, commercial, and polit- 
ical departments. In the management of 
Zion affairs he will adhere to a palicy of 
practical economy. The plan of the opera- 
tion of the various industries will not be 
changed unless developing conditions should 
necessitate. 

Concerning the proposed admission of out- 
side capital and factories into Zion City and 
other details of the industrial revolution 
through which the city has just passed, the 
overseer would not talk, saying that he was 
not sufficiently conversant with the situa- 
tion. All the affairs of Zion will continue 
to be conducted in the name of John Alex- 
ander Dowie,

SOFT COAL MEN ANXIOUSLY AWAIT 
JOHN MITCHELL’S ACTION. 


Settlement of the Anthracite Work- 
ers’ Case on Its Own Merits Liable 
to Cause Disruption in Combined 
Organisation — Question of Eight 
Hour Day Believed to Be an Insur- 
mountéble’ Barri er—Miners’ Dele- 
gates Divided on This Demand. 


New York, Feb. 16.—[(Special.]—The United 
Mineworkers of America, it was learned to- 
day, stand confronted with the danger ofa 
eplit in their ranks if President John Mitchell 
brings about a settlement for the anthracite 
coal miners In violation of the Ryan resolu- 
tion passed by the national convention of 


the miners, 

The resolution provides that the anthra- 
cite and soft coal miners will stand together 
and that no agreement can be signed with the 
anthracite’ operators unless the soft coal 
miners, who fear they cannot win out alone, 
gain their demands. 

When President Mitchell first took charge 
the soft coal miners and anthracite miners 
had separate unions, but he solfdified them. 
In case Mitchell closes an agreement with 
the anthracite operators, leaving the soft 
coal miners in the air as to their demands, it 
is thought likely they will break away and 
become an independent union again. 


Split in Miners’ Committee. 

The subcommittee of seven miners, ap- 
pointed at the meeting with the operators 
on Thursday as part of the joint committee 
of fourteen operators and miners to try and 
reach a basis of settlement of the anthracite 
miners’ demands, started in to work at 9 
o’clock this morning in the Ashland house. 
The first hitch came after they had been in 
session for several hours over the question 
of the general demand for the eight hour 
work day. 

Some of the members were of the opinion 
that it would have to be abandoned altogether 
if a settlement was looked for, as the em- 
ployers had gone on record as saying that it 
would not be granted. 

It was conceded by most of the committee 
that it would be perfectly useless to come for- 
ward with the demand for the eight hour 
work day for the outside mine workers. The 
outside mine workers include the breaker 
boys, washers, slate pickers, and drivers. 

One of the members of the committee said: 
„ One-third of the employés would be cut out 
‘of the eight hour demand if the demand is not 
made to include the outside workers. I be- 
Heve, however, that the operators would give 
a fiat refusal to an eight hour day demand 
for the outside workers.” 

Mitchell retused to discuss the Ryan reso- 
lution this evening, or explain its actual pro- 
visions.

GIRL Ding FROM PENANCE 


PUTS ARM IN FIRE TO ATONE FOR 
HER INJURY T0 CHILD. 


‘While Making Expiation for Accident 
Young Woman's Dress Becomes En- 
veloped in Flames, and Burns She 
Receives Result in Her Death— 
Coroner Investigating Case—Little 
Ones Saw Victim Holding Arm Over 
Blase in Hearth. 


Cincinnati, O., Feb. 16.—[Special.]—Rose H. 
Eimer, aged 17, an inmate of the Bethany 
home, an Episcopal orphanage in Glendale, 
died today from burns réceived Thursday 
evening while cauterizing her arm in a self 
imposed penance, during which she accident- 
ally set fire to her clothing. The coroner is 
investigating the case. 

The girl desired to become a nurse. Lilian 
Fears, a 8 year old inmate of the home, was 
suffering from a small cut on the arm, and 
Miss Eimer attempted to readjust the band- 
ages. In doing so she knocked over a kettle 
of boiling water that scalded the child’s arm 
badly. 

Remorse for the accident caused Miss Eimer 
much suffering. 

It is believed that she gained the idea she 
could atone for the accident by burning her- 
self on the arm. She was seen by other chil- 
dren holding her bare arm over a grate fire so 
that the flames touched the bare flesh. She 
had been sobbing and bemoaning the acci- 
dent to the child a moment before. Before 
any one could interfere her clothing caught 
fire and she was soon enveloped in flames. 

She never rallied from the shock. 


CHICAGO AUDIENCE HEARS 
CONGO SUFFERERS’ APPEAL. 


Speakers at Church Meeting Asks Lis- 
teners to Urge United States to Join 
in Demanding African Reform. 


Representatives of the Congo Reform as- 
sociation opened a series of meetings in Chi- 
cago yesterday to further the cause of se- 
curing relief for the natives of the African 
state who are suffering under the rule of 
King Leopold of Beigium.

GIBRALTAR, Feb. 16.—The Moroccan gun- 
boat, Sidi el Turki, yesterday pursued the 
French steamship, Zenith, for landing con- 
traband at Marchica on the Moorish coast. 
The French cruiser Lalande intervened and 
stopped the pursuit, after the gunboat had 
fired a loaded shell at the Zenith, which was 
fiying the white flag. 

The Sidi el Turki then opened fire on the 
Marchica arme factory on the northern coast. 
The factory people returned the fire with 
cannon shot. Tite French cruiser Lalande 
then arrived and her commander ordered 
the Sidi ef Turki to stop the bombardment 
until the French employees had left the fac- 
tory. In epite of this, however, the Sidi el 
Turki renewed the bombardment this after- 
noom 


Spain to Protect Moor. 


Spain will send two crulsere to protect 
the Moroccan ship in its efforts to prevent

the forces of Pretender Buhamara. The 
cruisers will use force if necessary. 

It is stated the Sidi el Turki is manned by 
Germans, and played its own hand, illegally, 
it is alleged, because it is not entitled to 
coerce Europeans in Morocco without pre- 
vious reference to their consuls. M. Cambon 
French ambassador at Madrid, has con- 
ferred with Premier Moret regarding the 
incident.

Steamer on a PI 

PARIS, Feb. 17.—The Echo de Paris this 
morning prints an interview which its corres 
spondent at Oran secured from M. Oser, the 
owner of the steamer Zenith, who was aboard 
the vessel at the time it was fired on by the 
Moroccan gunboat Turki. M. Oser holds that 
the Turki was guilty of a breach of the law 
of nations, in firing on the white flag. The 
Zenith was engaged on a purely pleasure trip 
and carried no contraband cargo. Its owner 
blames the commander of the Lalande for not 
intervening to enforce the respect due the 
French flag. The Echo de Paris says that the 
Lalande’s conduct was most correct and that 
fears of international complications are base- 
less. 


Spanish Premier Causes Scare,

MADRID, Feb. 16.—Premier Moret in an 
interview upon the subject of the Moroccan 
conference today said the fear of an imme- 
diate rupture had disappeared for the mo- 
ment, but he did not see any way of adjust- 
ment.

HOME DESTROYED BY FIRE 
TO HIDE QUADRUPLE CRIME. 


Bodies of Man, Wife, and Two Chil- 
dren Found in Ruins of House Near 
Cape Breton—Skulls Crushed. 


Sydney, C. B., Feb. 16—In the ruins of 
a fire, which the authorities belleve was set 
deliberately to conceal the work of a mur- 
derer, the charred bodies of Antone Stetka, 
his wife, and two children were found today 
near Dominion coal mine, ten miles from 
Sydney. The skulls of the children appear 
to have been crushed in with an ax. The 
skull of the man was found some distance 
from the body, as if the head had been sev- 


| ered by the murderer. 


As soon as the bodies were taken out of the 
Gébris a jury was impaneled by Coroner 
Phalen and an inquest was begun. The in- 
vestigation had not been finished tonight. 

The theory which the authorities are un- 
derstood to hold is that the four members 
of the Stetka household were killed with an 
ax, possibly while they slept, and that the 
murderer afterward set fire to the house and 
departed. No definite clew to the identity 
of the murderer has been discovered. 


DENVER BUSINESS MAN SLAIN 
IN HOME BY MASKED ROBBER. 


Maurice L. Caplan Shot Dead in Pres- 
ence of Family After Giving Money 


to Armed Intruder. 
1 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 18. Maurice L. Caplan, 
proprietor of an auction company. who re- 
sides in the heart of the Capitol hill residence 
distr'ct, was murdered in the dining room 
of his home tonight by a masked man, who 
entered for the purpose of robbery. 

Caplan was engaged in a game of cards 
with his wife, daughter, and a friend. The 
holdup man walked in unannounced, and lev- 
eling two revolvers at Caplan demanded his 
money. When Caplan emptied his pockets 
and his wife had turned over all the money 
she had, the robber ordered Caplan to give 
him the money he derived from today's busi- 
ness. 

Caplan reached under the table, evidently 
for a stool to throw at the man, when the 
robber fired, the bullet striking Caplan in the 
heart, killing him instantly 

The robber then backed out of the house 


and escaped. 


CAPT. TAGGART TO GET SONS. 


Countess, Who Was Anna Gould For- 
merly, Sends Her Lawyers to Her 
Husband with the Documents, in 
the Case, in Which She Demands 
an Absolute Divorce—He Will Make 
No Contest—Title Descends to His 

_ EBldest Son. 


PARIS, Feb. 16.—An “urgent” writ was 
today served on Count Boni de Castellane 
making him defendant in the aration pro- 
ceedings of his wife, formerly Anna Gould 

This decisive step was taken after renewed 
efforts to effect a. reconciliation had proved 
fruitless. The count accepted service of the 
writ and will make no contest. 

The bill of complaint was filed at the same 
time. It follows closely the countess’ prima 
facie showing when she first asked the 
court's permission to take action against her 
husband. 


Mentions No Names. 

It mentions no names but particularizes 
certain incidents in which the count is al- 
leged to have participated, and it asks for 
a decree for what the French law terms 
separation of body and property,“ meaning 
complete material separation without a dis- 
solution of the bonds of matrimony. 

The court holds the bill of complaint in 
the strictest secrecy, but the foregoing are 
the essential features of its contents 

It can be stated with absolute positive- 
ness now that the countess has formally 
inaugurated her action, that it is her in- 
tention to secure a decree at the earliest date 
possible. 

Son to Be Count Boniface. 

The countess will retain her title under the 
form of procedure finally adopted, but if the 
decree ig extended after three years to a 
divorce a vinculo it will have the effect of 
terminating her right to use the title of coun- 
tess. The eldest of their three sons, Boni- 
face, inherits the title of count without refer- 
ence to the results of the case. 


TRIBUTE TO KING CHRISTIAN. 


Body Removed from Church to Cathe- 
dral, Where It Will Be Buried 
on Sunday. 


COPENHAGEN, Feb. 16—The body of 
King Christian was removed from the Chris- 
tlanbgrg church here today to the cathedral 
at Roskilde, where it will be buried on Sun- 
day among the tombs of the Danish kings, 
who for a thousand’ years have found their 
last resting place in the ancient capital of 
the kingdom. : 

The whole of Copenhagen was given up to 
mourning. The enormous crowds of town- 
people, garbed in black, swelled by thousands 
of arrivals from the country districts, 
thronged the square in front of the Chris- 
ilanborg church and the route thence to the 
railway station. 

Shortly before noon the kings of Denmark. 
Greece, and Norway, Queen Alexandra, the 
dowager empress of Russia, and other royal 
relatives of the deceased, and the representa- 
tives of foreign sovereigns, reached the 
church, where a brief service was held, at 
the conclusion of which the coffin was borne 
to the hearse, Then, headed by infantry and 
cavairy, a simple: cortége was formed and 
proceeded three and a half miles to the rail- 
road station. Immediately behind the hearse 
was led King Christian’s favorite riding 
horse, Jussuf, which was shot tonight, ac- 
cording to the ancient Danish custom. 

Many affecting scenes were witnessed in 
the streets. The profound silence was broken 
only by the sobs of the women and the mo- 
mentary excitement caused by fainting and 
minor accidents due to the pressure of the 
huge crowds.

Premier Tells Czar He Must 
Choose Between Them; 
One Minister Quits. 


CABINET CRISIS REACHED 


Sensational Developments Looked 
For in Struggle of Progress- 
ives and Reactionaries. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 16.—The desper- 
ate struggle which has been raging in the 

vernment between the reactionary and 
the progressive forces is approaching a cul- 
mination and must end within a few days in 
the resignation either of Minister of the In- 
terior Durnovo, who is leading the movement 
for thorough going repression, or of Premier 
de Witte and/several other members of the 
cabinet. 

Minister of Agriculture Kutler, a strong 
progressive, has resigned. The announce- 
ment of the acceptance of his resignation, 
which was due to influential opposition to his 
project for expropriation of private lands 
and their division among the peasants, may 
be expected shortly. 


Witte Gives Czar Choice. 

Rumor is busy with other changes to fol- 
low the first break in the cabinet of count de 
Witte. The most persistent story is directed 
at the premier himself, who, according to 
general report, is credited with having blunt- 
ly informed Emperor Nicholas that he must 
choose between him and Minister of the 
Interior Durnovo, who, through his control 
of the police machinery, of the empire, has 
been pushing repression to the extreme and 
throwing all the elements of society into 
opposition to the government. 

At count de Witte’s chancellerie a report 
that count de Witte had already resigned 
was positively denied, but the words of an 
official high in the premler's confidence that 
“at the present morg nt the report is un- 
true indicate that there may be something 
in the wind. 

Governor General's Power at Issue. 

The question at issue is the withdrawal of 
the extraordinary powers confided in gov- 
ernor generals, which in many cases, it is 
alleged, have been exercised for the repres- 
sion not only of political disorders but also 
of the political activity of the parti The 
discussion has reached guch an acute and 
passionate stage in the cabinet that no other 
issue than the fall of one faction or the other 
is possible. 

The chances of victory incline to the “side 
of count de Witte, who insists that the gov- 
ernor generals must be deprived of their ex- 
treme powers within a fortnight in order to 
remove the restrictions upon a free electoral 
campaign.

“Chair Warmers’’ Cheer Verdict. 

The scene which attended the liberation 
from the kidnaping charge of the man who 
has been hunted by the police of many coun- 
tries since the famous ransom dase in which 
Edward Cudahy paid $25,000 for the safe re- 
turn of his 15 year old son, Eddie, five years 
ago never has been duplicated in an Omaha 
courtroom. 

When the jury came into court with the 
verdict after having been out seven hours 
the room was thronged with the same morbid 
crowd which has feasted its eyes on the long 
time outlaw every time he has appeared in 
public since his return from Butte, Mont., in 
custody four months ago. When the words 
“not guilty’ were read a shout of delight 
and peal of handclapping burst from the 
crowd, which pressed forward in an effort to 
shake the defendant by the hand. 

Judge Sutton sprang to his feet and de- 
nounced the outbreak as disgraceful. The 
judge then ordered the room cleared. 

A few minutes later, after Crowe had sur- 
rendered himself to the sheriff to answer 
the Council Bluffs robbery charge, the judge 
again interfered to prevent the prisoner from 
shaking the hands of the jyrymemand thank- 
ing them for their verdict. 


Crowe Again in Jail. 

Crowe was conducted across the river in 
a hack and turned over to Council Bluffs 
officers, and now is a prisoner in the Potta- 
wattomie county jail. He will be arraigned 
tomorrow -morning on the charge of street 
car robbery. Crowe declares himself con- 
fident of acquittal. The indictment against 
him charges that he and Arthur Levi held 
up two motor car crews on the Council Bluffs 
end of the Missouri river bridge on July 2, 
1005, and obtained $60 from them.

There are 10,000 union tron workers in the 
United States and about 2,000 of them in 
Chicago. A general strike, according to es- 
timates, would throw out of work approx- 
imately 850,000 men in the country. In this 
city more than 60,000 building trades workers 
would suffer. 


More Strikes of Coal Teamsters. 

More strikes were called by the Coal Team- 
sters’ union against small coal companies. 
One employer, M. J. Suma, 874 North Win- 
chester avenue, yielded to the demands for 
an advance in pay, but another strike against 
James Mitchell, 6426 Cottage Grove avenue, 
still is in progress. The union officials as- 
sert that fifty-two firms, employing 260 
drivers, have agreed to the higher wage 
scale, 


Judge Gary Refuses Injunction. 

Judge Gary refused to issue an in junction 
against the Associated Building Trades of 
Cook county restraining the officers from 
calling strikes on buildings where members 
of an independent stone cutters’ union 
are working. The petition was filed by the 
Cook county branch of the National Stone 
Cutters’ society of the United States. It 
charged a conspiracy tc make the “ inde- 
pendents*’ join the Associated Building 
Trades and pay a fine of $80 a member. It 
was announced that another attempt to se- 
cure the injunction from Judge Gary will 
be made today.

Failure to Agree on Differen- 


tial Fare Contreversy May 
Cause Bitter Fight. 


BEGIN MILEAGE BOOK SUIT f 


Action Taken Against Pennsy!va- 
nia by Government to Test 
Legality of $10 Deposit. 


Sworn to secrecy 3 the differen- 
tlal tare controversy, members of the Cen- 
tral Passenger association left the meeting 
yesterday’ at’ noon after find] adjournment 
with glum countenances. They had failed to 
reach an agreement and were facing a dis- 
astrous rate war. Ht is possible that the 
rates between Chicago and New, York and 
Boston will go as low as $10 before a set- 
tlement is reached, unless the executive offi- 
cers of the eastern lines interfere. 

The Erie rajiroad prevented an agreement 
being reached. The officials of that road will 
not agree that they stood as the stumbling 
block in the pathway that had been smoothed 
out for an agreement and are anxious to 
throw the blame upon the Grand Trunk or 
the Michigan Central. But al! of theyother 
lines are a unit in déclaring that it wae the 
attitude of the Erie officiais which brought 
negotiations to a close without anything be- 
ing accomplished. They persisted in nulli- 
fying the enacting clause of every resolutior 
which was suggested, the officials say. 


Rate War Seems Certain. 

While the Grand Trunk did not announce or 
even intimate that it wouldinaugurate a rate 
war, the other railroad officials are looking 
for this culmination of the difficulty. That ls 
what it did after the Charlton award, andits 
whole position during the two day session 
was such as to lead other railroad men to fear 
that it proposes doing the same thing again. 
The Grand Trunk never has recognised the 
Chariton award, giving the Michigan the 
right to use differential fares, and although 
the Michigan Central claims that this 
award was secured legitimately, the Grand 
Trunk still refuses to concede it. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that this point would have 
stood in the way of an agreement to rearbi- 
trate the entire differential question, if the 
Erie’s attitude had been different. 

The position,.which the Erie took, was that 
outiined in Tun Tusguns yesterday.. They 
were willing that the differential question 
should be arbitrated, if they could secure a 
previous agreement that their position as a 
differentia! line should not be disturbed, and 
that the Michigan Central in connection with 
the New York Central, should not be granted 
the differential privilege. It being impossible 
to have an arbitration along such lines und it 
being equally impossible to stir R. H. Wal- 
lace from this position. 


Agree on Export Grain Question. 

After a conference, which lasted all after- 
noon in the office of Marvin Hughitt Jr., 
traffic manager of the Northwestern, be- 
tween the eastern and western lines, it was 
announced that no agreement had been 
reached on the Givision of the export gmin 
rate from the Missouri river to the Atlantic 
seaboard. It was admitted, however, that 
the roads had come closer to reaching an 
agreement than at any of the other confer- 
ences which have been held on this subject. 


| An adjournment was taken until next Tues-

The secretary gave 
a public hearing on the complaint on Jan. 80, 
at which the complainants were represented 
by counsel and officers of the Homeless 
Twenty-six,” Travelers’ Protective essocia- 
tion, and the Merchants and Travelers’ aseo- 
clation. 

Sees Violation of State Lew. 

Secretary Brown supports the contention 
of the traveling and business men thet in de- 
manding a $10 cash deposit the Penneylvania 
railroad company is exercising,part of the 

rivileges of a banking institution and there- 
Be violating the constitution of the state 
which specifically prohibits corporations 
from engaging in any business not set forth 
in their charter. 

The secretary holds that the $10 deposit 
is a discrimination againat the holders of 
mileage books as compared with persons us- 
ing other forms of transportation. He says 
that if the Pennsylvania railroad can demand 
a deposit in excess of the actual price of 
the ticket from one class of passengers, it 
can make a similar demand upon one claes of 
shippers of freight as against another, there- 
by opening up opportunities for all sorte of 
discriminations in rates.

LODGE ON THE RATE NI. 

Senator Lodge is “ willing,” with relact- 
ance, to confer upon an executive commis- 
sion the power to make maximum rates. 
But he believes it would be dangerous to do ‘ 
so without specific provision for an appeal 
to, or a review by, courts of competent jur- 
isdiction. It has been admitted by every- 
body—the railway lawyers included—that 
if a commission were to make a maximum 
rate the road affected would have a con- 
stitutional right of appeal tothe courts. It 
is admitted that the courts cannot be di- 
vested of jurisdiction, They would have 
it even if congress were to legislate that 
they should not. Why, then, should there 
be so much eagerness on the part of senators 
who are opponents or only lukewarm friends 
of rate regulation for the specific provi- 
sion for appeal? And, for that matter, why 
should there be objection to a provision 
which seemingly would be mere surplusage? 

Senator Lodge offers one explanation. It 
is that no legislation can prevent an appeal 
tu the courts if it be alleged that the rate 
is confiscatory. A rate may not be that, 
says the senator, but it may be in the high- 
est degree unjust and unreasonable, and, 
indeed, well nigh ruinous.” He says that 
he is not sure that it would be possible to 
deprive a citizen by legislation of the right 
to appeal to the courts as to the justice and 
reasonableness of a given rate—“ which is 
a pure judicial question.” As the senator 
professes uncertainty on this point he 
wishes to remove all doubt by expressly 
granting the right of appeal. 

This is the first time that it has been sug- 
gested that a road would not have a con- 
stitutional right to challenge in court the 
justice and reasonableness of a rate made 
by a commission. Rates established by 
state authority have been contested on the 
ground that they were unjust and unreason- 
able. A shipper has the legal right to chal- 
lenge a railroad made rate on the ground 
that it is neither just nor reasonable. No 
matter who makes the rate, it should com- 
ply with those requirements. 

Therefore, why should there be need of 
the specific provision regarding appeals 
asked for by Senator Lodge? One cannot 
question his sincerity, but it is permiseible 
to doubt the sincerity of other senators who 
ask for such a provision. The public has 
learned through sad experience that “ inno- 
cent amendments ”’ may do much mischief— 
that the whole intent of a law may. be de- 
feated by a seemingly harmless proviso, de- 
vised by some astute senator, who knew 
what its éffect would be better than the 
friends of the law. The publid distrusts 
profoundly the amendments of railroad sen- 
ators, even when they seem to be devoid of 
guile. 

The specific provision for an appeal should 
not be inserted in the Hepburn bill unless 
the friends of the bill shall be convinced that 
its insertion is necessary for the protection 
of rights which might otherwise be tres- 
passed on. 

Senator Lodge devoted a portion of his 
speech to the question of railroad discrim- 
ination between localities. He admitted 
that it exists, and contended that it would 
continue ¢o exist if rates were made by the 
government or its agents, though it would 
assume a different form. He said that 
abroad, where government rate making is 
in vogue, “it has ,substituted discrimina- 
tions made by the government for the dis- 
criminations which are brought about by 
economic forces, the competition of markets, 
and the action of business interests.” New 
England enjoys discriminations brought 
about by those causes, New York is dis- 
eriminated against in favor of Boston, and 
if it were not for discriminations the com- 
mercial importance of the Massachusetts 
seaport would disappear. It is easy to per- 
ceive why, if there must be discriminations 
betwee! localities, Senator Lodge is for the 
system which makes New England the bene- 
ficiary. But it cannot be considered that 
the fixing of maximum rates by a commis- 
sion would merely substitute one set of dis- 
criminations for another, Its effect in that 
respect might be little more than nominal. 

Manifestly Senator Lbdge is not the 
spokesman of the president on the railroad 
rate question. It is difficult to see how such 
an impression originated. The one Ia en- 
thusiastic and unqualified in his advocacy 
of legislation. The other is dubious, hesi- 
tant, and timid. He stands shivering on the 
brink and demands life preserver amend- 
ments before he makes the plunge. 


ARMSTRONG COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

The recommendations of the Armstrong 
committee seem in the main to be well ma- 
tured and not too radical, and will receive 
the indorsement and support of most intel- 
ligent and disinterested students of the life 
insurance question. The passage by the leg - 
islature of New York of a law giving effect 
to them would probably do as much asa 
mere statute could to correct the flagrant 
abuses which have been exposed in the big 
companies of that state. 

The committee would require the use of 
certain prescribed standard forms of poli- 
cies. This would stop the ‘arranging and 
printing of policies in such a way as to lead 
purchasers who do not read them carefully 
to think they are getting something which 
they are not getting. Most people will agree 
with the committee that a salary equal to 
that of the president of the United States is 
large enough for the president of. a life in- 
surance company, howeyer big. The need 
for the prohibition of officers from borrow- 
ing money from their own companies and of 
the giving of rebates, and of such regula- 
tions ag are proposed in reference to the 
payment of agents and to the ons of in- 
surance companies and their officers to syb- 
sidiary concerns will hardly be denied by 
anybody who is familiar with the reckless 
and dishonest way in which some companies 
ae been managed in the past. 

Probably the two most important recom- 
mendations made are those relating to de- 
ferred dividends and to the amount of busi-

be allowed to carry. 

By scoring the insurance officials of New 
York ut advising x reorgaiization of 
their department che Armstrong tommittee 
recognizes the fact that recreant public offi- 
cials are fully as much to blame as bad la we 
for the evil practices that have flourished 
in the life companies. If che indmrance com- 
missioners of New York and other states 
had done their duty in the past these prac- 
tices would not have sprung up; and unless 
they do their duty in the future the same or 
other equally serious abuses will arise again. 


AN EPITHALAMIUM. 

With republican simplicity the United 
States hierarchy does not include a poet lau- 
reate. No bought official raptures accom- 
pany the domestic joys of the ruling family 
of this land. No Alfred Austin sings the 
praises of the nation’s best and loveliest at 


so much per month. Elven the humblest, |. 


poorest poets may sweep the lyre’s strings 
and chant canorously in honor of an exalted 
bride. And some of them have done so, 
No false modesty or any other kind has re- 
strained one of the poorest poets of them 
all from sending in a “sonnet” of thirty- 
four linee—* specially written for Tu» 
Trisune "—with the request that it be pub- 
lished. As there is a prejudice in favor of 
a lesser number of lines for a sonnet, the 
most that can be done for this poet without 
tacitly indorsing his revolutionary ideas as 
to prosody is to print a few selected lines. 

The poet begins with the deseription of 
the woeful state of Adam in Eden. 

His paradise was but e waste. 

He yearned, grieved, pined, and sadly sighed. 

There was no joy in bowers, no beauty in 
flowers, and the other delights of rural life 
did not appeal to him. To be sure he was 
in a garden, but there was no gardening to 
be done and no tools to do it with, Adam 
was terribly bored, he was 

Alone! Alone! Without a mate! 

In some way which the poet does not ex- 
plain, probably by that divining spirit which 
belongs to the true maker of mighty melo- 
dies, he has obtained the information which 
the scriptures have withheld, that Adam re- 
alized his sad condition: 


And Adam felt to cheer his ifs 
He needed something—’t was a wife; 
He little knew what she would be, 
And had to wait a while to see. 


So will Longworth have to “ wait awhile 
to see.” Still he can make a pretty safe 
guess now, and Tux Trisune is reasonably 
sure he will not be mistaken. 

The kind Lord saw the sad\plight of the 
first citizen of paradise and— 


So from à rib of Adam's side 
His maker formed his biashing bride. 


The test of surrendering a rib is no longer 
required of the devotion of levers. The poet 
is of the opinion that some would no 
doubt the test refuse, although he insin- 
uates nothing of the kind in regard to the 
lover in whose honor, partly, this sonnet ” 
is written. He makes no direct comparison 
of the bachelor days of the bridegroom to 
the tedious idleness of Adam in Eden, but 
leaves the reader to make the application of 
the story, and resolutely abandoning the 
bible narrative he addresses the wennes cou- 
ple thus: 


Thus heart to heart—and hand to hand 
You journey toward the promised land. 


The unpleagant fact that Adam’s mar- 
riage resulted in his expulsion from para- 
dise is thus glossed over and the husband 
is left, with best wishes to wait a while 
and see.” } 

The secret of America’s greatness is re- 
vealed in these Hnes. Freedom from arti- 
ficial reetraint, a feeling that one man is as 
good as another and probably better, a 
cheerful optimism, courage that confronts 
insurmountable obstacles, and a tender sym- 
pathy for the young and ignorant, all blend 
with a religious sentiment to make the man 
who can write such linés as these serenely 
superior to all the world beside. Maybe.

vannes, Gervex, and Bonnat having any no- 
tion of his identity. He lived in the most un- 
pretentious manner in dingy roome in the 
Quartier Latin, and so realistically did he 
pursue the life of am art etudent that on 
one occasion when he had neglected to pay 
the rent, he d home late at night to 
find his furniture and belongings in the street, 
into which they had been pitched pell mell 
by the landlord, who, taught by sad experi- 
ence, declined to trust artiste whose names 
were unknown to fame.

Dugene during these years at Paris picked 
up a vast amount of experience, which was 
by no means confined to fine art, and »e- 
came noted for his skill as a connoisseur of 
Wein, Weib, und Gesang. and as a fre- 
quenter of the Chat Noir tavern.

It may be remembered that hie brother, 
Osoar, resigned some ten years ago his rank 
as a Swedish prince of the blood and all his 
rights of succession in order to marry one 
of hie mother’s maids of honor, Miss Ebba 
Munk. In Sweden he goes by the name of 
“Prince Bernadotte,“ conferred upon him 
by his father at the time of his marriage, but 
a ad styles himeelf Count Wisberg,” a 
tithe granted te him and his wife by his 
uncle, the late grand duke of Luxemburg. 
The count and countess are among the most 
active leaders of the Salvation army move- 
mem in Scandinavia, and the prince ls pres- 
ident of the temperance society in Sweden, 
while in Denmark and in other foreign ooun- 
tries they have caused some little embar- 
rassment to the authorities by insisting upon 
holding open air prayer meetings and re- 
ligious services in public thoroughfares in 
defiance of all police regulations.

It may be asked why it is that Prince Fu- 
gene and his elder brother, Oscar, should 
not have followed the example of so many 
other scions of royalty and have contented 
themselves with morganatio 
which would have permitted them to retain 
their royal rank. But in the first place a 
morganatio marriage (which ie in reality 
merely an ecclesiastical wedding without the 
civil ceremony required by statute to give it 
legal value) always places both the wife 
and the children !n an invidious position, aod 
then, too, the reigning house of Sweden is of 
such plebelan ancestry, tle grandfather of 


nean peasant, and his grandmother the 
daughter of a Marseilles stock broker, that 
a tmorganatic marriage after all would have 
been construed as a disposition on the part 
of the house of Bernadotte to oonceal its 
humble antecedents. 

It is probable that Prince Eugene will take 
the title of Count Oscarson,“ the name 
by which he was 80 favorably known at 
Parie as a student. Perhaps he may dis- 
pense with the title altogether. It would 
certainly be more in keeping with his ideas 
and principles.

Japan's success in the recent war have 
had the result of making her people, and 
more especially ber officials and politicians, 
extraordinarily sensitive to anything that 
they can possibly construe in the light of af- 
fronts. Thus Baron Suyematsu, who was in 
England throughout the war in an unofficial 
capacity, endeavoring through the press and 
through public utterances to promote the 
financial credit of his country and sympathy 
for its cause, publishes an indignant letter in 
the London Times complaining of the alleged 
discourtesy of the commander of the big 
German liner, Ziethen, who, when the baron 
joined his ship at Genoa, neglected to oust 
@ number of distinguished passengers who 
had come on board previously at Gibraltar 
and other ports from their places at his 
table in order to give them to the baron and 
to his party. Yet the baron, according to his 
own admission, had no official rank or status. 
while there were a number of high German, 
French, and English officials on board. He 
expected that he sheuld be given the highest 
place of honor at the captain’s table solely 
because he happened to be a baron and a 
Japanese baron at that, being parently 
in happy ignorance of the fact t in the 
eyes of a large number of Germans man- 
kind is of no account whatsoever below the 
rank of baron, and, in fact, only begins to 
have any importance or entitled to consid- 
-eration from that lowest grade up. 

— ‘ 

And now the Japanese are up in arms 
in connection with the few words of the 
friendliest, most generous, and kindly oriti- 
cism contained in the recently printed remi- 
niscences of the Russo-Japanese war, pub- 
lished by Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, who, as 
quartermaster general of the English army, 
was attached to the Japanese forces through- 
out the recent conflict. It is not complained 
that he yitlated any official secrets, but 
merely that he had abused Japan's hos- 
pitality by criticising some of their military 
operations, 

Such touchiness of this kind on the part of 
the Japs is not precisely calculated to pro- 
mote the waning popularity of their alliance 
with Great Britain among the English peo- 
ple, among whom there are many, especialiy 
in the army, who strongly condemn the ac- 
tion of the English war department in per- 
mitting a large number of Japanese military 
officers to be attached to the Indian army in 
order to study the whole military organiza- 
tion of British India, and especially the prob- 
lem of the defense of the northw frontier.

& NEWS OP THE THEATERS. 


Thomas Orchestra. 

If music were intended to be seen, instead 
of to be heard, and if mathematical calcula- 
tions were the fount of musical inspiration, 
the concerto for organ by Wilhekn Mid- 
delechulte, which wae played by its author 
and the Thomas orchestra in Orchestra hall 
yesterday afternoon, would be one of the 
masterpieces of modern musical literature 
Unfortunately for Mr. Middelschulte and his 
new composition, but fortunately for muso 
and its beauty, how music sounds and not 
what it looks like, isthe test ofits worth, and 
it is the epirit, not the letter, of a work of 
art which gives it its enduring value. 

One plece of ragtime pulsing with sharp, 
clear rhythm, and lyric with a fluent natural 
melody, is worth a, dozemconcertos or fugues 
which, even though they be never so well 
made, do not ound when they are played. 
The ragtime is music, for, although it be 
common and possibly trivial, it at least com- 
piies with the first essential of the art which 
serves it as a medium of expression—# 
sounds. The concertos or the fugues do not 
comply with this essential, and belong in the 
province of another art—an art which is 
visible rather than audible. 

That the score of Mr. Middelschulte’s con- 
certo is interesting to see, is entirely credible. 
And what he has penned there in the way of 
contrapuntal intricacies undoubtedly is won- 
Gerful. But that the concerto sounds well 
the majority of those who heard it yester- 
day will be inclined to deny. Such music as 
the concerto possibly contains cannot be 
heard because of the counterpoint. Coun- 
terpoint in all ite manifold manifestations is 
valuable to music, buy it ia a means, not an 
end, in the art. All the “‘ symmetrical in- 
version in the world is not worth the paper 
it Gisfigures, unless it serves as a medium for 
the’ expressing of a musical thought of some 
significance or value. Otherwise, it is but 
juggling with notes—a mathematical process 
which, while it may demonstrate the clever- 
nese of the man who usesit, has but precious 
little to do with music as an art of beauty 


and expression.

Before hearing Mr. Middelschulte’e con- 
certo yesterday we were perniitted to listen 
to compositions by Handel and Bach. Here 
are two masters who used counterpoint 
constantly, and whose method of musical ex- 
pression was almost invariably polyphonic, 
yet even when hearing their most intricate 
works the auditor is impressed with the fact 


and it is only when examined and analyzed 
afterwards that the skill and mastery showr. 
in its construction are revealed. In their 
works you hear music first, and realize the 
counterpoint afterwards; in Mr. Middel- 
schulte’s concerto and works of kindred kind 
you hear only counterpoint and never get 
through to the music. 

Mr. Middelschulte is a composer who has 
the contrapuntal teehnic of his art mastered 
as have few of his fellows, but this mastery 
does not make him a Bach, and the overen- 
thusiastic admirer who declared that it did 
did him an unkindness. The declaration re- 
sulted in hie centering his attention on con- 
ta puntal problems and, busied with these, 
he forgot that the solving of them on music 
paper does not mean the writing of music. 
Mr. Middelschulte has abilities—great abil- 
ities along certain lines, but it ts the spirit 
of Bach that he needs to emulate, and not 
the methods. The writing of music that 
sounds, no matter how it looks, should be tho 
alm. If it sounds well, it is music; if ft only 
looke well, it is but dots of ink on paper. 

Mr. Middelschulte has written his con- * 
certo in five movements. The first is a Pre- 
lude, which consists of a double fugue, fear- 
fully intricategand difficult, in the highest 
degree scholarly, but lacking in clarity, 
variety, and climax. The second isa Scherzo 
written in canon form and cumbersome and 
ponderous from beginning to end. Thethird 
e an Adagio planned for the oboe and flute 
pipes of the organ, and with accompaniment 
of the strings and two horns. The oppor- 
tunity offered for the writing of a flowing, 
beautiful melody is not taken advantage of, 
the melodic idea being made short evidently 
in order that the figuration may be ela borat . 
The fourth movement is an intermezzo writ- 
ten entirely for pedals and the kettle drums. 
It ig the most effective portion of the con- 
r certo,.and as played yesterday with a virtuo- 
soship which suggested centipedal’ equip- 
ment, roused the wonder of the onlookers 
and caused the entire southern half of the 
audience to crane its neck in order/to watch 
the performer. The last movement is 4 
Passacagiia in thirty-six vatiations, wonder- 
fully intricate, wonderfully elaborate, and 
wonderfully ineffective. 

Mr. Middelschulte gave of his best talents 
ae a player, and Mr. Stock and his men did 
all that was possible with the score. The 
audience wag kindly and asked for an encore.

~ While the noose was hanging over the 
scaffold for him and the shroud was in place, 
Mueller's attorneys were fighting in court 
to delay the execution on the ground that 
he was insane. The condemned man did not 
know of this until after the death warrant 
nad been read to him and he was waiting 

to be led from the death chamber. All er- 
> forts failing, he was hanged at 12:42 o’clock. 

Robert Newcomb, the colored murderer 
o killed three persons, also was hanged 

two hours before this. 


Unusual Fight of Attorneys. 
The fight for Mueller’s life was unprece- 
- @ented in many ways. He had given up all 

“hope. He had slept during the night, and 

* when he awoke in the morning ordered his 
« breakfast in apparent nonchalance. 

Shortly after this he was visited by two 
Sisters of Charity. Even after Newcomb had 
* been taken from his cell, directly across the 
way, and the sound of the death trap 
= penetrated the building, Mueller retained his 
courage.

Mueller walked bravely out to the edge 
of the scaffold and steadied himself with his 
manacied hands against the railing. He 
was pale and trembling, but held his compos- 
ure. He answered the questions of the 
priest in a low, tremulous voice. Jailer 
Whitman quickly adjusted the straps. Just 
before the white cap wae put over his head 
he took his glasses from his nose and hand- 
ed them to Mr. Whitman. 

“Give them to Sister Rose, ** he said, then 
went on repeating the words of the priest. 

With the words, and may God have 
mercy on my soul,” the trap wae sprung. 
His neck was broken and in five minutes his 
heart wee to beat. 


Hanging of Newcomb. 


The hanging of Newcomb was attended by 
one incident. A few minutes before the time 
set Sheriff Peters received a telegram read- 


ing: 

* Stop the execution at once.” It was from 
a man in Genoa, III., whom none of the au- 
thorities knew. The sheriff paid no atten- 
tion to it.

Madison, Wiese., Feb. 16.—[Speclal The 
university investigating committee devoted 
the greater part of the session today to an 
investigation of the workings of the frater- 
nity system at Wisconsin. 

Complaints had deen made that the rapid 
growth of fraternities and sororities at Wis- 
consin was tending to create an aristocracy 
here that was deepening the gulf between the 
classes and creating great discontent; that 
the standards of living were going higher

gance was growing, and with the increasing 
social demands the work of students was 
often demoralized. 

Light on “Barb” Societies. 

The committee questioned a, number of 
students on this point, also Dr. C. G. McCar- 
thy of the faculty on the workings of the 
fraternity eystem in Wisconsin and eastern 
universities. Recently a “barb” society, 
now numbering several hundred members, 
was formed at Wisconain to break down the 
fraternity monopoly of university honors and 
activities, and Dr. MeCarthy told of the 
workings of such “barb™ organisations in 
the east. 

The committee inquired inte the number 
of fraternity parties, expenses, standing of 
such studente, and daily life at the university.

The committee also in- 
quired into the amount of time given by pro- 
fessors to hearing classes, and several stu- 
dents testified that many professors often 
turned recitations over to inetructors, among 
those cited being Dr. * T. Bly, the noted 
economist.
